B. The Proce ss 

Level one: /ui employee shall first discuss this grievance 
with the next higher echelon of authority directly, with the objective 
of resolving the matter informally. 

Level two: If the aggrieved person is not satisfied with 
tne disposition of his grievance at level one or if no decision has 


been rendered within five ( 3 ) school days after presentation of the 
grievance, ne may file the gs’levance in writing with the authority at 
level one and the Superiiitendent of Schools, 

Level throe; V/ithin ton (10) days of receipt of such 
written grievance, the Superintendent or his designee shall meet 
v/ith the aggrieved employee in an effort to settle the grievance. 
Level four: In the event that the grievance shall not 
have been disposed of at level three or in the event that the 
grievance shall not have been disposed of within ten ( 10 ) school 
days after the level three meeting, the grievance shall be referred 
in writing to the Board of Education.
